Representatives of these states in congress 
are responsible for this view of the aspire- 
tions oftheir constituencies. If these men 
are to be believed, purity of elections is the 
gmbition of their communities. Use of money 
for election purposes has come generally to 
be regarded as a crime against good govern- 
ment. The people of many states have legis- 
ete? against the evil, but the laws are de- 
fective, and it is difficult to frame efther a 
sate or a federal statute which will compel a 
truthful report of all expenditures which a 
candidate has made. 

But if through congressional enactment a 
law of this character, stringent in its pro- 
visions and providing a penitentiary penalty, 
mall be placea upon the statute books, the 
moral effect upon approaching elections will 
be in the direction -of preventing any other 
then legitimate expenscs and insuring a more 
milsfactory expression of the will of the 


Taft Recommends Action.

FIND RELIEF AT STATION. 


Traction Employes Call Help; Lieu- 
tenant Files Charges. 
di 


John Ridges and Edward McGinnis, city: 
policemen, were accused yesterday by the 
crew of a Cottage Grove avenue street car 
and several passengers of creating a scene 
Satufday night. 

Both men, according to statements of City 
Railway officials, entered the car while in- 
toxicated, and after abusing the passengers 
and crew removed much of. their clothing. 
Women, screaming with fright, fied from 
the car, followed, it is said, by a flood of 
epithets and profanity from the two police- 
men. John Dunkle and Harry Weidling. 
matorman and conductor, respectively, re- 
ported their actions to Lieut. Joel Smith of 
the Cottage Grove avenue station, and both 
men were placed under charges. 

Lieut. Smith admitted last night that the 
charges made against the policemen were 
substantially as reported by the street car 
men. He said the reports had been investi- 
gated and found correct. The accused men 
admitted to him, he said, that they had been 
drinking heavily. He also admitted they 
still were in a maudlin state when they re- 
ported at the station in the morning. 


Asked to Leave the Car. 


The policemen entered the car, which was 
north bound, at Thirty-fifth street. They 
remained several minutes on the rear plat- 
form, talking to. the conductor, using loud 
and profane language, !t is charged. Weid- 
ling, the conductor, ordered the car stopped 
and called Dunkle to the rear of the car and 
the two men were requested to leave, Their 
answer was another stream of profanity, 
it is said, after which they entered the car. 
At sight of them the passéngers became 
terror stricken, and all the women, with 
most of the men, left the car. 

Near Twenty-fifth street the car was 
stopped and the police in the station at that 
point were appealed to for assistance. They 
responded quickly, taking both men from 
the car and placing them fn the lieutenant’s 
office. 

Lieut. Smith said he preferred charges 
against the men within a few minutes after 
he realized their condition. The statements 
of the car men were taken, and these, to- 
gether with a statement of what the Heu- 
tenant saw with his own eyes, were for- 
warded to the police trial board. 


Drinks to “Drown Troubles.” 

McGinnis, who is married and has four 
children, “ explainéd” his actions, the liev- 
tenant said, by asserting that he drank to 
“drown his many troubles." Oneof hischil- 
dren, @ daughter, is blind, due te the fact 
that a lighted cigar was jammed accident. 
ally into one of her eyes several years ago. 
The other eye became affected by the acci- 
dent, so that all efforte to save her sight 
were in vain. 

“ MeGinnis told me he had worried about 
this eo thuch that it nearly had driven him 
insane,” seid Lieut. Smith. “ He said he was 
thinking about it Saturday night and that, to 
get the thing off hie mind, he started to 
drinking. 

“The charges against the two policemen 
are of a serious nature and there was nothing 
for me to do except file the charges when 
the complaints were made.”’ 

The street car men were not willing to talk 
‘gbout the case freely at first, and R. H. 
Rowley, manager of the train department, 
said the police had asked Dunkle and Weig. 
ling not to say anything. Their. written 
statement wae forwarded to the downtown 
office and will be opened this morning.

Perry, Capt. Jerry Driscoll commanding, 
brought to this port late today the frozen 
bodies of nine of the crew of the Bessemer 
and Marquette ferry No. 2, which left Con- 
neaut, O., Tuesday carrying thirty-two men 
and foundered in the middle of Lake Erie. 

For forty-eight hours the Commodore Per- 
ry has been searching in eastern Lake Erie 
for traces of the car ferry, but until a ten 
man yaw! was sighted fifteen miles off this 
port at 11 o’clock today the men on the little 
state fisheries craft almost hed given up 
hope of being able ever to tell even a part of 
the story of the fate of the big car ferry. 


Nine Frozen in Death. 


sunken yawl about noon orders were given 
to steam down upon it. The use of glasses 
showed the boat to be loaded with nine men. 
As the Perry came ebreast of the drifting 
and half waterlogged yaw! the men gathered 
at the side of the fish voat saw they had ar- 
rived too Tate. The nine occupants of the 
boat, which was marked Bessemer and 
Marquette No. 4, were frozen in death. 

News of the finding of the bodies had 
reached the city and thousands swarmed to 
the wharves. As soon as the fish boat made 
fast a force of men with tackle set to work 
raising the bodies of-the men to the dock, 
where wagons were in waiting. 


Eight Resided at Conneaut. 

Conneaut, O., where eight of the men re- 
sided, was notified by telephone 4nd a hun- 
dred residents of that place arrived within 
two hours. 

The cook of the car ferry was the only man 
to wear an overcoat. The eight other men 
were dressed in overalls and jumpers, indi- 
cating that the departure from the car ferry 
had been hurried. In the bow end of the boat 
was found complete clothing for one man, 
and it is the belief that the yew! originally 
contained ten men and that ome, becoming 
crazed, discarded his clothing and jumped 
into the icy waters. 

Albert J, Weis of thie city, treasurer of the 
Keystone Fish company and the Bair State 
Iron works, was & passenger on the il} fated 
boat. Hig relatives and friends had not given 
up hope until the yawl conteining the nine 
men was towed into this port. His body has 
not been found.

Speed Order Violated? 

‘The Northwestern officials are firm in the 
Statement that there is and has been 
@ standing order thet trains, in making the 
crossover, must be traveling at a rate of 
Qfteen miles an hour or less. 

All @f the surface indications, sustained by 
the practical railroading view of the railroad 
Officials and by the testimony of passengers 
on the train and eyewitnesses of the accident, 
are that No. 5 was running et least forty 
miles an hour when Engineer Harriman hit 

the first switch frog. , 

“Anyhow, the train skipped along, fifteen 
minutes late, through the sleet and snow, 
over the icy rails, didn’t hesitate for lights, 
signals, or anything else. The engine kicked 
up the length of steel rail in hurdiing the 
triple row of tracks. The string of cars came 
swinging behind, careening from one side to 
the other, and for 200 yards the train plowed 
up ties and gravel. 


Catapult of Destruction. 

The engine had been dragging alone the 
rail. Evidently an end of the chunk of steel 
Was. jammed against the concrete of the 
Howard avenue viaduct. The shock convert- 
ed it into a catapalt. 

The rail pierced the floor of the baggage 
car, missed the baggage master by two feet, 
plunged through two. car énds and into the 
emoker, broke the neck of the Austrian and 
pinned the Italian under a wrecked seat, 

Out through the side of the smoker leaped 
the sixty foot slug, slapped a switch shanty 
asidewise and, leaving * and two occupants 
chattering in fear, dashed over the twenty 
foot railway embankment and landed in.a 
field almost opposite the place from which it 
had been first wrenched. 

All at the same minute, the engine toppled 
against a steel semaphore signal bridge, 
Wrapped the steel girders about itself and 
turned turtle. The “dead” dining car bent 
at the middle and nosed into the embank- 
ment. The rest of the train huddled into a 
telescoped jam, end over end, and the pas- 
Sengers were piled in heaps. The track and 
roadbed were torn up for 300 yards. 


Jumps at Last Minute. 

Engineer Harriman, at the Evanston hos- 
pital in the evening, was under the impres- 
\sion that he had stuck by his engine until the 
cab was hurled over the embankment. fF ire- 
man Blue leaped as the engine was abou; to 
dash over the twenty-four foot Howard ave- 
fue viaduct. Blue landed in the sleet at the 
street level. It was supposed that his back 
was broken, and at 2 o’clock he was erro- 
neously reported as dead. Both Harriman 
and Blue are in a serious‘condition. 

Rogers Park and Evanston police and fire- 
men hurried to the wreck as soon as the re- 
sounding smash had sent a shiver througa 
the north shore. Northwestern railway offi- 
cials are thick in that territory, and auto- 
mobiles in long strings brought them in a 
hurry. 

A suburban train was backed down from 
the north. and while the injured were being

The order is. due 
to the heavy construction work which the 


road is doing north of Howard avenue. Fhe 


regular engineers on the road are thoroughly 
cognizant of the situation. [ did not know 
that No. 6 was late in leaving Wells street.’’ 
“J am under the impr n that if left on 
time, but there will be a thorough investiga- 
tion by the officials of the road.

Blames the Engineer. | 
Engineer Harriman, who is an experienced 
freight train engineer, but an extra n- 


ger engitieer, was blamed for the wreck. 


because of his fast running of the train 
through the switch, by William A. Gardner, 
vice president and head of the operating de- 
partment of the railroad company. 

“Fast running through the switch caused 
the wreck,’ said Mr. Gardner at his resi- 
dence in Evanston, “ The train wae run- 
ning, I am told, fully fifty miles an‘hour 
The engineer should not have run through 
that switch at a speed of more than fifteen 
miles am hour. 

“That track was a good new steel rail and 
the trackway and roadway were in exce)- 
lent condition. Of course the weather was 
foggy and nasty and that may, in a measure, 


have caused the engineer to lose his bearings. 


We will begin our investigation tomorrow.” 
Story Told by Conductor. 


None of the members of the train crew 
would offer an explanation of the wreck. 
Conductor Lindsey said: 

“IT do not know what caused the train to 
leave the tracks. I was in the forward part 
of the train when I felt it strike some ob- 
struction apparéntly. I do not believe we 
were going faster than fifteen or twenty 
miles an hour. The passengers in the car 
were thrown into a panic, but I urged them 
to keep quiet and none was hurt, I think. 

“Yes, I made a thorough investigation of 
the tracks and the wrech afterward and 1 
cannot see yet what the cause of the acci- 
dent could have been.”’ 

The cénductor denied a report that his 

train left the Wells street station fifteen 
minutes late because of a slight collision in 
the yards. 
*“ There is nothing to that,” hesaid. ‘ We 
left late because the train was delayed in 
coming in from the yards where ‘dt was 
made up. 

**No, there were no orders given to me to 
make up time. Where the wreck oocurred 
there is a standing order to limit the speed 
of trains to fifteen miles an hour. I donot 
believe this order was violated.” 

The brakeman and others of the train 
crew said they wem equally at a loss to ac.- 
count for the wreck. The engineer and fire- 
man made no statement at the hospital ex- 
cept what they tod physicians. No one else 
was allowed to see them. <3 


Doctor Hurrites to Scene. 


Immediately after receiving notice of the 
wreck Dr. H. B. Webster of Evanston went 
to the scene in his automobile and removed 
Fireman Blue to the Evanston hospital. Har- 
riman and Mrs. Eva Schaefer were taken to 
the hospital later «by the ambulance from 
the Evanston police station. 

Later in The day Dr. Webster announced 
that all three of the injured persons would 
probably recover, but that the condition of 
Blue was quite serious and that possible in- 
ternal injuries suffered by the fireman might 
complicate his condition. ’ 

Dr. Webster gave orders at the hospital 
that no one be permitted to interview the ir- 
jured persons during the day, and told the 
story as related to him by Engineer Harri- 
man. According to the physician’s story, 
Harriman remained at his post in the 
engine till it left the track and he was thrown 
from his seat down the embankment. Blue, 
the fireman, whose injuries are considered 
to be of a more serious nature than those suf- 
fered by Harriman, is said to have jumped

Sees the Train Topple. 

Howard Goebel, 1929 Jackson avenue, 
Evanston, a switchman, was in the shanty 
which was shattere@ by the big steel rail 
which dealt the death blows to the immi- 
grants and tore its way through the smoker's 
roof, th him in the diminutive frame 
shack was £..8. Hall, a lineman, who was re- 
pairing the telephones. 

“I saw the train just as it reached the 
switch,” said Goebel. “ As the engine wheels 
struck the frog I heard a crack and the whole 
line of car# began to cruxnplegand. weave; the 
heavy rails were crimped and rumpled up like 
strips of tin, and were flung aside, while a 
deafening, crunching noise, accompanied by 
sharp cks, told me that the cars-were off 
the tracks and the heavy iron trucks and cast 
fittings of the coaches were being broken to 


, Scrap iron, 


“It seemed that every one of the eight 
coaches would topple over and roll down the 
embankment below, but although they 
swerved with threatening movements some 
way they righted themselves, while the loc0- 
motive kept plowing along for yards with 
scarcely diminished speed. There was a 
flash of faces through the car windows, but I 
could not tell what was going on inside, ex- 
cept that persons seemed to be flung from 
one part of the cars to another. 


Flying Missile Rips Shack. 


** Just as the engine tore along opposite the 
shanty I heard a treniendous rip and crash. 
That's the last I saw of the train; something 
struck the shanty and ripped off the whole 
side and at the same instant I was struck by 
something on the leg and toppled over. I 
jumped up; the side of the shack was wide 
open, the stove was torn to pieces, and a rail 
from the track was rolling to the bottom of 
the west side of the elevation. 

“Lucky? You bet I was; I can’t get over 
thinking what might have happened to me 
if that heavy rail had come a little farther 
to the north when it struck that shanty. It 
would have knocked it entirely from its perch 
on the edge of the elevation and Hall and I 
would probably have now been lying Gead at 
the bottom.”’ 

Hall did not see the train leave the track 
and his first intimation of the wreck came 
when the railroad iron struck the shanty. 

Neil Donnelion, a chauffeur, and a restau- 
rantkeeper at 115 Twenty-second street, who 
was on his way to Evanston, was in the 
smoking car where the two men were killed. 

‘*T was sitting a couple of seats back of 
them,” he said. “ The first I knew of any- 
thing wrong was when the engine seemed to 
strike something and the car began to sway 
and jolt as if over ties. I clung to the seat 
until there was a crash of timbers at the 
front end of the car and the big steel rail 
came tearing through, then I dropped down 
to the floor to escape it, as it seemed coming 
right toward me. 

“A second or so later the car came to @ 
stop with a lurch and I made for the door 
and dropped to the ground. I don’t remem-, 
ber seeing any onef{in the smoker besides 
myself except the two men who were struck 
and killed by the rail. I did not see them 
struck, at I was down on the aisle floor when 
it happened.’”’ 

Arthur E. Hunt of Evanston, who was a 
passenger in the smoking car of the wrecked 
train, told a vivid story of the wreck. 

* after the crash I heard a crashing and 
splintering of wood,"’ said Mr. Hunt, “and 
saw a large object flash through, the toilet

Ure, a dairyman of North Clark.street and 
Howard avenue, witnessed the wreck and 
hurriedly informed his father, who notified 
the Rogers Park police station by telephone. 
The boy then ran to the scene of the accident 
and was one of the first to discover Fireman 
Blue in the street at the Howard avenue via- 
duct. Near the groaning fireman, who had 
jumped from the engine thirty feet above, 
lay the canopy of the engine cab which had 
been hurled from the locgmotive.

Her 
clothing was dripping with blood and a back 
comb she wore in her hair had been jammed 
clear into her head, She could fot tell us 
whether she had been thrown through a car 
window or had climbed from the car.

People Swarm to Scene. 


Within a few minutes after the wreck oc- 
curred a hundred persons who live ig the 
neighborhood: were on the scene helping to 
care for the hysterical and fainting women 


riedly summoned physicians were examining 
the injuries to passengers. But it was not 
until’ after the bodies had been removed to 
the morgue and the injured carried to the 
hospitals that the big crowds of curious 
began to arrive. 
_It was all that the combined force of city 
and Evanston police on the ecene could do 
to restrain the hundreds of sightseers from 
overrunning the wrecked cars and interfering 
with the work of clearing the tracks, The 
crowds of curious came in automobiles from 
the north side residence districts and Evans- 
ton, and crowds came from downtown on the 
Northwestern elevated line. 

Women and children sloshed through the 
mud and snow in the drizzling rain with the 
men to get a sight of the racked and splin- 


automobiles and carriages continued to 
empty their passengers there until the fall of 
night made it impossible to see the wreck. 


Railroad Man Investigates. 


Wihtin five minutes after the accident 
squads of railway workmen were on their 
way to the place with wrecking equipment 
to clear the débris and disabled cars from the 
tracks. Assistant General Manager William 
D. Can:illon was on the ground early and 
took persona! supervision of the work and 
began «n investigation as to the cause of the 
accident. Later the general manager ap- 
peared. Early this morning the work of 
dragsing the disabled cars out of the way 
was sti)! in progress, with little hope of get- 
ting the track in shape for traffic before noon 
today. 

ne car of the wrecked train was put in 
serv'ce last evening. This was the dining 
car, where great pots of hot coffee were pre- 
pared fcr the cold and hungry hundred of the 
wreckive crew. Dozens of eggs were cooked 
and big porterhouse steaks and all the edibles 
of the car kitchen were prepared for the 
warkine n. 

‘Te. them have everything there is here 

to cat,” was the order of General Manager 
Aishiton. “ We've got to feed the men if we 
get this cleared up.” 
: One feature of the wreck that caused muct 
comment among the rallroad men who yvis- 
ited ine wreck was the fact that only two 
mez wrte*kilied. Especial emphasis was laid 
on the fact that only the engineer and the 
fireman of the crew were injured. Conductor 
Linds«ty who lives at 3830 Gladys avenue, 
escaped without a scratch, as did the bag- 
gageman and the brakeman, dining car con- 
ductor and waiters received only bruises or 
minor } urts where they received injuries. 

Arthur Smith, a negro waiter who lives in 
Milwaukee, had the most remarkable escape 
from serious injuries of any person on the 
wrecked train. He was ‘ deadheading ”’ it 
to his residence and waa the sole occupant of 
the forward diner immediately behind the 
engine.

Chief Steward said yesterday that a mis- 
taken idea regarding card clubs had gone 
abroad, and that there was no intention on 
this part to restrict the games among women 
unless the players invited police surveillance 
by “ gambling.” 

“The police have stopped some so-called

ducted in a proper manner,” said the chief. 


Some Games Were Stopped. 

* In cases where a woman made a business 
out of giving card parties to play for prizes 
and charged an admission fee we stepped in. 
It was not a private club, but a gambling 
institution which any woman could attend 
by paying the admission. 

“Those kind of clubs have been put out of 
business because it was gambling, pure and 
simple. 

“IT see no objection to properly conducted 
women’s clubs playing a social game of 
euchre even if there ig a small prize at stake.

Prizes Usually Are Simple. 

‘“ Presidents of several of these small 
card clubs have received notice from anony- 
mous letter writere ‘that they must quit 
charging admission and giving away prizes 
after the first of the new year.

The spook of the Lawrence avenue sewer 
scandal is bobbing up once more. Its appear- 
ance this time is in the Lawrence avenue 
pumping station. It points to an iron floor 
laid in the station by the T. A. Cummings 
Foundry company for @ sum approximately 
$23; 000, oa 

This concern made the original low bid for 
the work—a bid. so low that others who en- 


tered into the competition were considerably: 


fonished, After the Cummings concern 

had been awarded the contract the plane for 

at floor are said to have been changed ma- 
ally, 

These changes were made in the city engi- 
neer’s office and the result, it is related, was 
that the Cummings concern found the task 
a cheerful one financially—since no materigl 
reduction was made in the original bid. 

What changes were made and why, the 
Merriam commission is anxious to know. It 
is alleged that the floor laid was one-eighth of 
an inch thinner’ than ‘the one originally de- 
si:ed in the city engineer's v.uce, thet three 
supporting steel beams were “ shaved down,” 
reducing the cost, that the floor surface was 
changed in certain places from a circular de- 
sign to a rectangular design, with other fea- 
tures in the new plans that netted a tidy sum 
to the Cummings company. 


Cost Shaved 20 Per Cent. 


In round figures it is charged that the re- 
duction of the cost of putting in the fron 
floor was 20 per cent, with the original bid 
of $23,000 stationary. 

Peter McArdle, who served the city as én 
inspector at the time the floor was put in 
and who later was dismissed because “ there 
wasn't enough work in sight,” threw some 
Kght on the matter yesterday. 

‘‘As I recall the job,” he said, “ the Cum- 
minge company put in the low bid. Then, for 
some reason, gee arg were changed in the 
city engineer’s office. I waa Inspecting the 
job at the time, but what the changes were I 
was not told. The floor was put in without 
any knowledge on my part of what the 
changes were.” 

“Do you consider that the Cummings con- 
cern profited by the rearrangement?’ was 

ed Mr. MoArdle. 

“ Well, ie there any shale In the Lawrence 
avenue tunnel?” he responded. 

“ Were you dropped from the city’s employ 
for your information concerning this work?” 

’ Probably not for that onealone. It would 
take a long time to enufmerate them all.” 


Want Old “Buried” Figures. 


To ascertain some “buried” figures the 
commission, when it resumes its sessions 
today, may ask for permission to review 
the books of the Cummings Foundry com- 
pany, as well as the Chicago Fire Appliance 
company, which cencern will receive the 
attention of the commission in the resump- 
tion of its open hearings today; 

Business Agent Coleman will go on the 
witness stand again with interest concen- 
trated upon the dea'ings between the fire 
appliance company with the city. Accord- 
ing to Ald. Merriam the quis will be of a

Ald. Merriam stated the commission would 
take up certain features of the bulletin of 
the Citizens’ association, in which it was 
alleged that certain municipal employés and 
the M. H. McGovern company had acted in 
collusion In the matter of paving bids. 

M. Singleton of the association 
declared he would call State’s Attorney Way- 
man’s attention to the bulletin.

Economy Motive for Objection. 


Congressman Sabath is indignant over the 
inférence that his objection to the printing 
of the immigration commission’s white slave 
report as a house document was due to any 
desire to protect any of hisconstituents. He 
reiterated that his objection grew out of mo- 
tives of economy. 

‘‘My objection had nothing to do with in- 
terests of constituents, for the reason that I 
have no constituents who are connected In 
any way with the white slave trade,” he 
said. ‘ There are no panders in my district 
and no white slaves.

“I have thought a good deal about the 
Christmas tree matter,” said the chief fores- 
ter, ‘“‘and have finally reached this conclu- 
sion: Trees are for use. There is no other 
use to which thege trees could be put which 
would contribute so’ much to the happiness 
and good of mankind as their use for the chil- 
dren and family on Christmasday. So far as 
endangering the future life of our forests is 
concerned the effect is infinitesimal, com- 
pared with the destruction caused by forest 
fires and wasteful lumbering.”’ 

It is estimated that 4,000,000 Christmas trees 
are used annually. If planted four feet apart 
these could be grown upon 1,400 acres of land, 
a smell farm. 

It is stated that the use of Christmas trees 
is proved in Germany to be perfectly com- 
patible with the welfare of the forest, and 
that the cutting of .Christmas trees there 
where the per capita of consumption is the 
greatest is a means of improving the forest.

Holabird & Roche, architects for the new 
city hall, are in a dilemma which must 
arouse the sympathetic interest of all patri- 
Otic citizens of Chicago. To make the west 
end of the twin structure represented by the 
county building and the coming city hal} bal- 
ance artistically, if not physically, it will 
be necessary for the municipality to produce 
on the La Salle street side of its structure 
something similar to the panels om the Clark 
street side of the county building. 

The county authorities solved the question 
by indorsing some bas relief sculptural 
effects symbolic of high art and low clothes, 
a symbolism which caused comment in many 
quarters, but which is perpetuated in mar- 
ble and whith does mtch to raise the stand- 
ard of artistic life in Clark street at the 
present day. The architects who have the 
coming city hall under thelr wing are not 
content with ideas similar to those which 
found expression in the county building, but 
are searching for something which will repre- 
sent in a delicate and at the-same time 
striking way the real lite and genius of the 
city. 

The patriotism of the city does not need the 
inducement of a prize to stimulate its im- 
aginative activities. Already it has occurred 
to many persons that at least one panel 
should represent in bas relief sculptural 
effect the disputed legend of Mrs. O’Leary 
and her cow, the minor details of this panel 
taking care of the various accounts of the 
great fire, which attribute it to green hay or 
to a joyous christening party across the 
street from the O'Leary residence. History 
never will know whether it was a desire for 
straight milk or for milk punch that caused 
the fire, but it is admitted that sculpture 
might give fitting recognition to both and 
eli other theortes. 

Then it will be admitted universally that 
another panel fittingly might represent the 
Hon. Michael Kenna, affectionately known 
as Hinky Dink, in the attitude of that as-

SHEEDY A CHICAGO PRODUCT. 


Sheedy, known on three continents for’his 
» gambling and participation in sports, first 
_ gained prominence in those walks of life in 
Chicago. He began his career as a gambler 
at about 16. He was 59 years of age 
- ‘when he died. [mn the ‘‘ good old days” of 
Mike McDonald and the Hankinses iff Chi- 
cago he ran gambling houses here. One of 
‘these was on Clark street, near where the 
Morrison hotel is now. Another was at 119 
Dearborn street. When these days came 
to a close Sheedy left for greener pastures, 
and since then he visited many lands beyond 
the seas. 

But before his change Sheedy played in 
big games of chance everywhere and ‘there 
is not a town in this country where his name 
is not known. At one time he was known 
as the greatest faro player in America, but 
he had to give that up because the proprie- 
tors of the banks would not let him play. 
This was in the '80s. After that he went to 
Cairo and opened the Ghesireh palace. He 
opened this house and the grand balis of 
Sheedy Pasha, as he was known, became 
famous. For five years.he ran the Ghesireh 
palace, which was the former home of Ismae) 
Pasha. 


Return of Famous Portrait. 


Sheedy was the man who restored the fa- 
mous Gainsborough ‘‘ Duchess of Devon- 
shire’ portrait to the world of art, after it 
had been stolen and missing for twenty-six 
years. 

The picture had been bought by C. Morland 
Agnew at an auction sale for $52,000, and ar- 
rangements had been made to have a cele- 
brated engarver make a plate. Some $60,000 
had been subscribed toward the project when 
the English public was astonished and horri- 
fied with’the news that thieves had broken 
into the house where the portrait was kept 
and had cut it out of the frame. 

And all trace was lost for twenty-six years. 
To be sure, detectives had becom@convinced 
that Adam Worth. one of the most inventive 
and daring thieves of modern times, had 
engineered the theft and controlled the por- 
trait, but nothing had come of it. Inciden- 
' tally. however. the detectives had asked

Guerin waea Chicago product and achieved 


international fame as a bank thief, confi- 


dence man, and all around crook. Finally 


the French police authorities caught hold of f 


him and sent him to the famous African 
prison island. ‘ 

So far as known Sheedy was moved by no 
motive exeept pity for the American. At 
any rate, he accomplished the impossible 
and planned matters so cleverly that Guerin 
got away from the island, made his way to 
the Mainiand and finally got to civilization. 


“3quareness"”” Cost Him Heavily. 
Sheedy was known as a “square gam- 


bler,”* and it is said that this cost him one * 


of the largest gaming houses ever built in 
the world. This was his Cairo establish- 
ment, 

‘ The: first thing he did after opening his 
Caifo place was to send out word for the 
* suré thing "’ grafters at cards to keep away 

“This establishment is going to be run on 
the square,’’ he said, ‘‘ and I don’t want any 
grafters to cut in. I’m geing to protect my 
trade. Just give the ‘ boys’ the tip to keep 
away from me.” 

The scores of card sharpers who make a 
living by robbing‘ tourists abrohd didn’t like 
this pronunciamento on Sheedy's part, and 
immediately started a campaign of retalia- 
tion. The sharpers on the Mediterranean 
boats were especially busy. They circulated 
all kinds of stories about Sheedy and his club. 

Gambling is especially easy to injure by 
means of stories of unfairness and dishon- 
esty. and Sheedy soon closed his place be- 
cause of losses in patronage.

Long Career in Politics. 
Before he was elected attorney general of 


Illinois nine years ago, he was one of the 


prominent lawyers in the central part of the 


state. He had taken an active part in Re- 


publican politics, serving on the state central 


committee many years and acting as chair- 


man of the state Republican convention in 
1900. He was a. delegate to the national 
convention that nominated. William Mc- 
Kinley for president. 

In 1896, when the free silver wave had 
redched its climax, Mr. Hamlin was called 


upon by the congresgional committee of the 
Highteenth district to speak in the counties 
composing the district. His memorable 


speech at Vandalia was made into a cam- 
paign document and circulated broadcast. 
It was pronounced a compiete answer to the 


free trade and free silver arguments of his 
opponents. During that campaign Mr. Ham- 


lin made the reputation of being one of the 
best t waraapee orators of the state. 


Life One of Hard Work. 


He was borndn St. Lawrence county, N. Y., 


on July 13, 1850. He was educated in the dis- 
trict schools and at. the Lawrenceville acad-, 
emy at Lawrenceville, completing his studies 
at the State Normal university at Potsdam, 
N. Y¥. Hecame to Illinois in 1870 and for some 


time was engaged in teaching in the public 


scnools'in Shelby and Moultrie coun(ies. Swhb- 
sequently *he was elected superintendent of 
the public schools at Windeor, III. 


Attracted by the legal profession, Mr. 
Hamlin began reading law with former 
Judge Anthony Thoryton and George R. 
Wendling. He was admitted to practice 
by the Supreme court in June, 1875. He at 
once entered into partnership with former 
Judge Thorhton and Mr. Wendling. This 
firm continued until the latter retired. The 
firm then became Thornton & Hamiin. The 
partnership existed for several years until 
Mr. Thornton removed to Decatur. when 
Mr. Hamlin became head of the firm of 
Hamlin & Kelley. 

Eile achieved reputation as a criminal! at- 
torney and his practice extended into nearly 
all of the counties in central Illinois and 
also in the southern part of the state as 
well as in Chicago

Charles B. Withington, inventor of the first 
automatic grain binder and known as the

last evening at his residence in Janesville, 
Wis». He was born in Middiebury, now Ak- 
ron, O., In 1830 and settied in, Janesville 
sixty-two years ago.

and his father, who was a prosperous watch- 
maker and jeweler in Akron, aleo Was some-

Withington began to experiment in the 
early '60s along the line of an improved grain 
binder.”

It indulged in excess and it knew decline, 
but the art which grew to perfection and 
glory with it was an art which contained 
much that was noble, much that wae beauti- 
ful. How noble and how beautiful it really 
Was we only fully realize when once in a 
great while some worthy representative of 


that art comes before us, to show us again 


what capabilities lie in the human voice and 
to convince us how many of those capabill-. 
ties we have neglected in the immediate past, 

Mme. Patti, Mme. Sembrich, Mme. Melba— 
these are three Names which the present 
generation recalls and in a measure Knows 
as the representatives of the highest that 
has been reached in the art of pure vocalism.

But Mme. Tetrazzini does not whiten the 
@one until it takes on either the blatant or 
the ugly. It is. merely light colored, and 
when compared with the warm, rich middle 
Voices of such singers as Mme. Sembrich 
or Mme. Patti is pale. But it dodbtless is 
through this light quality.that the wonder- 
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ful timbre of, the extreme high yoice is * 
tained, and it is with these upper tones that 
Mme. Tetrazzini scores her sensational suc- 
cesses. | 

The upper part of the voice is of exceptional 
brilllancy and fullness, It is in all ways as 
remarkable as is Mme. Melba’s in this regis- 
ter, and has in addition a clarity and beli-like 
intensity which surpasses everything found 
in the Australian soprano’s notable organ. 

The upper tones in Mme. Tetrazzini’s voice 
electrify. She repeatedly surprised her hear- 
ers into unqualified enthusiasm yesterday 
just by a sudden flight upward into these 
exceptional tones and by the ease and lavisnh- 
ness with which she employed them. The 
voice in itself is truly phenomenal, and alone 
would suffice to place its owner among the 
notable in her class. 

But it is not these upper tones, and the 
urprise which they engender, which entitle 
me. Tetrazzini to respect and commernda- 
tion. She has mastered the art of vocalism 
as it exists in its purest form, and her sing- 
ing is, in phrasing and in technical perfec- 
tion, of distinct beauty. 

She is true to her nationality in liking to 
fondle a high note, but she shades it so finely 
and makes of it a creation of such loveliness 
that glum indeed would need be the listener 
who would object. And this fondness shows 
itself only in the florid selections in which it 
not only is pardonable but when done with 
redfon and taste is justifiable. 

In the singing of the more sustained selec- 

Aions;, such as “ Batti Batti " from * Don 
Giovanni,’ which she gave as encore after 
her second selection, and in the “ Pur 
dicesti” of Lotti, she indulged in no Vocal 
ornamentations which the composer had not 
written. These selections were sincerely, 
honestly sung with admirable artistic taste 
and exquisite finish: In these Mme. Tetraz- 
zini submitted proof of her worth and stature 
as an artist, and the proot was convincing. 

In the “Ah fors’é ful” and the “ Pearl of 
Brazil’ aria she was the coloratura soprano 
eminent and supreme in all that pertaing to 
that art and, makes such singing beautitul, 
notable, and musically worth while. In snort, 
Mme. Tetragzini showed herself yesterday as 
a vocalist of truly exceptional natural gifts, 
and an artist of admiration compelling qual- 
ity. 

She won her audience both hy her art and 
her graciousness, and the enthusiasm which 
followed her final selection was such that it 
knew no cessation until Mr. Rabinof—f came 
forward and announced that the singer had 
started for the train that was to convey her 
to New York. 

In the “‘ Pearl of Brazil” aria Mme, Tet- 
razzini had the codperation of Alfred Quen- 
sel, the master flutist of the Thomas orches- 
tra, who played faultlessly, as he ever does, 


and at the plano as accompanist was Mrs. 
Hess Burr, who long ago proved her high 
ability in such position. 

Enrico Tramonti contributed two numbers 
for harp to the program, and satistied and 
pleased, as he ever does. Alfred Caizin, the 
French pianist, toyed timidly with the grand 
that stood face to face with(the one that sup- 
ported Mme. Tetragzini, and did his three 
numbers just as gently as he ‘well could. 

. 

In Orchestra hall Herbert Witherspoon 
sang a recital program before a small and 
scaitered audience. I arrived just in time to 
hear the last phrase of the final number on 
the program and the encore, which consisted 
of Tour’s *“*‘ Mother o’ Mine,” sung with the 
skill and excellent effect which the popular 
baritone long has brought to its presentation.

visions of lights and laughter, pretty women, 
and the Flatiron building. But only a few 
of these things are present. The atmosphere 
of the entertainment is distinctly suburban. 
The most active participants in it know New 
York either as a dream or a memory, and 
there is nothing Broadway about it except 
an occasional knowing reference to Martin's, 
which is a restaurant. The coryphees are 
minor leaguers, their clothing suggests the 
busy bargain basement, the “score” is 
wholly piangelus, and the jokes are of an 
antiquity interesting but not amusing. Mr. 
Foy, our most comical clown, is in evidence, 
however, and Mr. Wayburn. the producer, 
contrives a number of pretty pictures and 
graceful evolutions.

A correspondent, resenting a favorable 
word from this quarter in behalf of Mr. Foy’s 
buffoonery, once said that every time he saw 
that\comedian he felt like taking a bath.

exhibition the melancholy Dane. Hunger is 
always a fertile inspiration of comedy and 
Mr. Foy’s hunger is peculiarly funny. He 
has a bear with him, too, and that animal 
performs the usual animal antics. In the 
“ Hamlet’ scene Mr. Foy gives the impres- 
sion that he might, if he cared to, deliver the 
lines as melodiously and with as much dig- 
nity as Mr. Mantell, but Ne considerately 
refrains. If one were asked to say whether 
or not ‘Mr. Hamlet of Broadway ” were a 
pleasing entertainment he should answer 
diplomatically that it ie if one cares for Mr. 
Foy. 

Those noted eminently in the ald of Mr. Foy 
are Miss Belle Gold, a young woman of tem- 
perament if not of discretion, who indulges 
indifferently in song and in impersonation;

RAILROAD TRANSPORTATION

every great corporation. The secretary of 
the treasury is the man who is responsible 
for its proper conduct, and hence should 
be the one to select his aids, 

Yet senators, who are not responsible, 
insist that the secretary shall be sur- 
Tounded by men who are acceptable to 
them instead of to him. They are not 
eolicitous about having competent men, 
young, energetic, and capable. They 
want men who will look to them for or- 
ders rather than to their nominal chief— 
subservient politicians who will run their 
bureaus in the interest of their patrons 
instead of the people. 

. The public wants efficiency in the public 
service, That can be had only when the 
head of a department is supported by 
loyal bureau chiefs eager to carry out his 
instructions. Purely as a business mat- 
ter, Secretary MecVeagh should be al- 
lowed to select men in whom he hag con- 
fidence. The senatorial patronage hunt- 
ers and intermeddiers should be made to 
keep their hands off, There must be an 
occasional veto of senatorial dictation, 
and here is the best possible place for one. 


BARBOR AND DOCK LEGISLATION. 
One of the items in the call for the 
special session is: 


Te authorize harbor and dock improvement and 
the construction of all proper appurtenances or ac- 
ceesories therete, including terminal facilities, and 
including the right to use or reclaim lands under 
the public watere of this state for such purposes. 


Chicago needs this legislation, but mem- 
bers of the general assembly from other 
parts of the state would be under a grave 
misapprehension if they were to assume 
that it would be the sole beneficiary. 
There are cities on the Mississippi, the 
Ohio, and the Illinois which are deeply in- 
terested in the improvement of those rivers, 
for they believe, and are justified in be- 
lieving, that their trade and commerce 
would be gainers thereby. It has been 
said again and again that one great de- 
fect of the inland waterways is the lack 
of terminal facilities. A city which ex- 
pects to get the fill benefit of a naviga- 
ble stream must provide adequate term- 
inal facilities for freight. The legislation 
proposed would enable every [llinois city 
which is on navigable waters.to do that. 

Every member from Cogk county will 
vote for this legislation as a matter of 
course. With it Chicago will be the mas- 
ter of the harbor situation, which it is 
not now. It will be able to work out a 
plan to provide for its water borne com- 
merce the terminal facilities which are 
essential to its growth and maintenance. 
But the legislation which -will enable Chi- 
cago to do this will not in any sense of 
the word be purely local legislation. It 
will not be that, because a good Chicago 
harbor will benefit al] the territory within 
and without the state which is commer- 
cially tributary to the city. It will not 
be exclusively Chicago legislation, be- 
cause it will strengthen the hands of so 
many other Illinois cities. 


IN FINANCE AND INDUSTRY. 

Nothing occurred during the last week 
to disturb the satisfied confidence of those 
who hope for sgninterrupted continuance 
of prosperity in the United States. The 
tone of the president's message to con- 
gress had been anticipated. There was 
no dis ion of topics likely to cause un- 
rest/in financial cireles. Much emphasis 
was laid upon the many evidences of 
prosperity in the country in spite of the 
recognition of the high cost of living. 
The plea for economy in all departments 
of administration indicated a policy of 
opposition to extravagance in expenditure 
that has been reflected also in reports of 
department ‘heads: ‘The complete mone- 
tary report showing the extraordinary 
bank resources of the country had its 
effect also in increasing the feeling of 
contentment. 

The government's first report on the 
prospective crop of 1910 told its story 
of future returns to the farmer certain to 
} bring wealth to a fundamental factor tn 
the nation’s prosperity. The condition of 
winter wheat on Dec. 1 was put at 95.8, as 
compared with 85.3 om the same date a 
year ago, a position, too, far ahead of 
that of the average for the last ten years.

CANADA AND THE UNITED STATES. 
The Montreal Herald says of the presi- 
dent’s message: 


About al]! that it means is that if Canada ts 
stood in the corner at any time by the United 
States and does not like it, she can talk it over 
with the president. And it is impossible to con- 
ceive of two such sunny smiles as Sir Wilfrid's 
and Big Bill's getting together and any thought of 
naughtiness or punishment surviving. 


The two men might meet at the center 
of the international bridge and exchange 
smiles, but that would not be so satisfac 
tory as an interchange of views person- 
ally or by deputy regarding mattera of 
common interest to the two countries. 

A resolution has been introduced in the 
house of commons at Ottawa calling for 
the appointment of a Canadian attaché 
to the British embassy at Washington to 
advise the ambassador of the Canadian 
view of questions affecting Canada and 
the United States. That might be en- 
lightening for the ambassador. He could 
ascertain the sentiments of the Canadian 
government more speedily than is possible 
at present. It would be a more practical 
arrangement if that government had a 
representative at Washington who could 
communicate directly with the American 
eecretary of state, while the United States 
had one at Ottawa. 

Then questions affecting the two coun- 
tries could be discussed with a promptness 
and directness impossible now while there 
is only an indirect communication by way 
of Lendon. Trivial matters which if left 
unadjusted long might degenerate into bit- 
ter controversies could be settled quickly 
if there were direct official intercourse be- 
tween Canada and the United States.

AN UNDERGROUND 
| WALK. 

There is a prospect that New York will 
try to solve a part of the street conges- 
tion problem by putting into operation an 
underground moving sidewalk. The board 
of estimate has recommended to the pub- 
lic service commission that the plan be 
tried in Thirty-fourth street between 
Ninth and Second avenues. An obstacle 
in the way is the matter of grade to be 
used, that of the new subway running 
north and south not yet having been de 
termined upon. 

The idea of underground sidewalks, sta- 
tionary or movable, with arcade shops 
below the surface of the street, has often 
been discussed, but no city has yet dared 
to experiment with it. For one thing, the 
mechanism and the arrangements for 
ingress and egress have not been deemed 
satisfactory, but it is now declared that 
these difficulties have been overcome and 
that a system has been discovered to 
which no objection can be made. 

In the problem of actual street traffic 
the congestion of the footways has been 
Jost sight of, but it is of great importance, 
Today in Chicago the pedestrian has al- 
most as much difficulty in making his way 
as does the driver of a vehicle. We have 
yet to cope with the subway proposition 
and the engineers who heve the matter in 
hand might do well to watch the experi- 
ment-in New York,: for the problem of 
footways is likely to grow more compli-

created Lord St. Leonards. 

During the closing years of hia life this great judge, 
who was the son of a barber of Duke street, St. 
James’, London, conceived the most profound aversion 
for his grandson and heir, Bdward, son of his first born, 
Henry, who had predeceased him. The animosity was 
due to the scandals in which young Edward Sugden 
was constantly becoming involved. Some time before 
his death the old lord drew up a will, written on. nine- 
teen sheets of ordinary quarto paper, in his own hand- 
writing, in which he diverted all his considerable prop- 
erty from this grandson and next heir to his peerage, 
bestowing it upon his second son, the Hon. and Rev. 
Frank Sugden, and upon his favorite daughter, the 
Hon. Charlotte Sugden, now Mrs, Richard Wilmot, who 
for the last quarter of a century of his life had been 
not only his constant companion but likewise his trust- 
ed confidante and amanuensisa. Instead of intrusting 
the care of this will to his bank or to some eminent 
firm of lawyers, he left it either lying about or else hid 
it away so carefully that it never could be found. It 
was, however, generally believed and publicly asserted 
in court that it had been feloniously destroyed by the 
disinherited grandson, the second Lord 8t. Leonards. 

~o 

While the evidence was insufficient to enable criminal 
proceedings to be instituted against this peer for the 
destruction of his grandfather's will, yet it wae suffi- 
ciently convincing to eause thé learned president of the 
Court of Probate to grant a decision in favor of the 
Rev. Frank Sugden and of his sister, the Hon. Charlotte 
Sugden. The presiding judge, Lord Hannen, for the 
first and I believe the only time in the annals of the 
English Court of Probate admitted to probate a will 
which no longer existed in writing but only -in the 
memory of the plaintiffs in the case of Sugden versus 
Sugden, and of their witnesses, awarding the whole 
of the property, extensive landed estates and about 
$500,000, to Frank and Charlotte Sugden on the plea 
that he was in that manner fulfilling the intentions of 
the testator, despite the attempt of the defendant— 
namely: Bdward Sugden, second Lord St: Leonards—~ 
“to frustrate them through felonious destruction of the 
will.” F 

The case is one celebrated in the annals of British 
jurisprudence, and the government prosecutor of the 
day was taken to task and criticised by the leading 
English newspapers for neglecting to institute criminal 
proceedings against Lord St. Leonards, based on the 
decree of the Court of Probate. Not long afterwards 
the wife of this second Lord St. Leonards, a member 
of the ancient and historic house of Dashwood, ob- 
tained a judicial separation from her husband on the 
plea of misconduct and drunkenness, and later he was 
convicted of an attack on a servant girl, for which he, 
in spite of his rank as a hereditary legislator, was sen- 
tenced to a term in jail. He died last year in poverty 
in a remote Welsh village, the title passing to his 
cousin, the 19 year old son of the late Frank Sugden, 
who was one of the victorious parties in the Sugden 
will case, 

~o- 

Lord Lanesborough, the new military sécretary of 
the governor general of Canada, comes from a family 
noted for its love of horses and of dogs, a fadt which 
will commend him to many In the dominion. The fifth 
earl had a Newfoundland that was so deeply attached 
to him that when the master expired the dog died of 
grief two days later, and in compliance with a wish ex-

It would appear as if, after all, the star of Lord 
Charles Beresford were on the ascendant. For the dis- 
appearance of Lord Fisher (formerly Sir. John Fisher) 
from the board of the admiralty, where he reigned al- 
most supreme as first sea lord, has been followed by 
two remarkable incidents. Thus, Rear Admiral Sturdee, 
who had been subjected to a good deal of unfriendly 
discrimination in the matter of appointments and pro- 
motion through his having been the chief of \etaff of 
Lord Charles Beresford, suddenly has been appointed 
to the command of a division of the home fleet, while 
Rear Admiral Bacon has left the navy to accept civil 
employment in an ordnance firm at Glasgow. 

Admiral Reginald Bacon ig an extremely clever offi- 
cer who recently held the position of director of naval 
ordnance, but who became involved in disagreeable 
notoriety, last spring through the publication by Sir 
George Armstrong of a number of confidential letters 
he had written to Sir John Fisher. From these letters 
it appeared that Admiral (at that time captain) Bacon 
had been assigned by the powers at the admiralty to 
the fleet commanded by Beresford in order to make 
propaganda against the latter-in behalf of Fisher, and 
incidentally to report what was going on in the fieet 
and to send information concerning the disposition of 
the various officers connected therewith. Capt.. Bacon 
fulfilled the duties to which he had been assigned by 
the first sea lord of the admiralty, Sir John Fisher, 
sending him a number of confidential communications 
detrimental to his superior officers and also to bis 
comrades of the feet commanded by Beresford.

Fisher, with an indiscretion almost inconceivable, had 
these letters printed and fifty or a hundred copies 
struck off for reference and for the use of his col- 
leagues on the board of admiralty, the heads of de 
partments at Whitehall; and, not content with this, cir 
culated them among @ number of adherents of his in 
the navy. One of the printed copies fell into the hands 
of Sir George Armstrong, son of the founder and pro- 
prietor of the London Globe, who proceeded to publish 
them as constituting an illustration of the spirit of 
intrigue and of indiscipline he charged Sir John Fisher 

with having introduced into the service.

Prof. Dorsey Writes of Journey 


Through Several Counties 
Around Lake Balaton.

BUDAPEST, Hungary, Sept. 3.—Not only 
‘fo all roads lead to Budapest, but generally 
it is necessary to return here to get across 


country, or at any rate it is generally quicker. . 


But before returning to the capital for a fresh 

‘start I have made a long, hurried trip through 
ail the counties except one not hitherto visit- 
ed by me in this west of the Danube province. 
I propose to give a brief account of this jour- 
ney of 330 miles and with that 1 am through 
with this province. | 

But first about the journey itself, especially 
the train service, for it is characteristic and 
will supplement former ‘observations. First 
IT went from Budapest to Gyékényes on the 
Siavonian frontier. That is a journey of 175 
miles, and. five hours and twenty minutes by 
an express train, or about thirty-three miles 
an hour. In this whole distance are no hills 
er even serious grades, eo the time may be 
considered Hungarian, for it is on the Fiume 
express. 

The train was of eight cars, all first or sec- 
ond class, of the corridor type, that is of 
small compartments, holding six or eight, 
according to class, opening upon a corridor 
the length of the car. A tiny vestibule at each 
end of the car opens upon a narrow platform 
py which one may enter the adjdining car. 


Second Olass Like First. 


The second class compartments are about as 
comfortable as the first, for there is abso- 
lutely no difference between them exéept in 
the character of the upholstery and the wider 
seats in the first class. This train carries a 
so-called dining car, that of the Internationa] 
Sleeping Car company, divided into two gec- 
tions for those who smoke and those who 

donot. They are never inviting and are as 
‘far from our luxurious dining cars as one can 
' well imagine. They are, however, generally 
‘reasonable in their prices, and one can asa 
;rule get something to eat at any time of the 


day. ; 
From Gyékényes I went to Nagy Kanigsa 
and from there back to Budapest, traversing 
. the entire east shore of Balaton lake. thus 
. completing a circular tour. From Gyékényes 
to Budapest by this route is 155 miles, and 
as I took the local train, the journey re- 
_ quired seven hours and seventeen minutes, or 
at a rate of twenty miles an hour. The cars 
on these loca! trains are all shcrt and have 
no corridor, each compartment opening on 
each side. While the fare on the express 
train, State Rallway of Hungary, for 175 
miles was $8.60, that of the 155 miles by 
| local train, an Austrian railway, was $4.50. 


Cars Clean, but Road Rough. 

While the cars are clean and comfortably 
furnished in Hungary, railway traveling is 
not easy, for the rails are not well joined and 

_ there.is an everlasting bump, bump, which, to 
say the least, is not pleasant. On the express 
trains the first class compartments are apt to 
be as crowded as the second class, but on local 
trains one is likely to have the first class all to 
oneself. But even then one is sure now and 
then to encounter some fellow passenger who 
refuses absolutely to allow a window to be 
opened—he is generally a German has 
both ears plugged with cotton. The Hun- 

_ garian is too courteous to refuse one any~- 
thing, though he loves an open window not 
much better than the German. 

The right of way of the Hungarian rallways 
ig alwaye beautifully clean and the track 
generally rock ballasted. Country grade 
crossings are always protected and military 
precision prevails about the station, includ- 
ing salutes, salaams, etc. But I suspect there 
js @ superabundance of uniformed railway 
Men about the stations of emal] towns which 
from our point of view would not be deemed 
g00d business. Nor do we build out in the 
country architecturally good stone culverts 
or dressed stone cattle runways, as they doin 
Hungary. 

Every train I have been on in thie country 
bas started and arrived on time, except one 
today, and one some days ago when returning 
from a visit in Gyir county. At that time we 
were delayed by a fearful freight train wreck, 
in which the engine jumped the In a 
deep cut and eleven freight-cars were piled 
up in one indescribable mass, with the body of 

‘ one poor victim plainly visible underneath, 
The same fate to the engine of our train would 
have resulted in a horrible fate to scores of 
lives. We were transferred from one train 
to another, thé other side of the cut. 


Trains Start in Early Morning. 
‘The Fiume express leaves Budapest at 7 
in the morning; express trains are likely to 
leave here even earlier in the morning. Time 

_ SNceptions here are not easily compre- 
_‘Rended; apparently one eats when one is 
hungry, and drinks whén one is dry, and 


» Sleeps when there is nothing else to do. But 


ohne must be careful in transacting business, 
for the hours are short, with a long interval 
at nodn. We cross the Danube, always in- 
Spiring, below the city, and for nearly an 
hour we are in sight of the river, the country 
, being slightly rolling, with corn and wheat 
fields and long rows of locust trees by the 
¢. Then we strike off from the river 
. toward the southwest. The country becomes 
more open and rich. Then for a little while 
We are among low hills covered with vine- 
yards, meadow, and wheat fields. 
The country opens out again into a vast 
3 t treeless plain or puszta under high 
‘Cultivation, with many long brick barns only 
ble from their height and length, 
for they look like great white peasants’ 
houses. We have traversed Feher county 
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which is tha interminably long rows of nobis 
Lombardy poplars lining the roads. We ¢n- 
ter the valley of the Drava river, which sep- 


grates Hungary proper from Croatia. Far 


‘Away may be seen the biue hills of Croatia, 

ali about are vast pastures with thou- 
sands cf cattle and young pine forests in be- 
tween. It tsa really beautiful country. We 
pass a chepherd in his great cloak leaning cn 
his crook, with his little, primitive rush shel- 
ter near by. Then along row of peasants cut- 
ting srass with scythes. Then comes 
Gyékénuyes, and I leave the express, The 
station swarms with peasants on the move, 
the najority of them Slavonians or Croatians 
in. picturesque costumer, which I shall not 
now cescribe but wait urtil I am in Slavonia. 


Cottages of Hew Type. 

Beyond Gyékenyes we follow the Drava 
for several miles, in a low valley with hills 
on the Croatian side, and gst them peas- 
ants’ cottages of an entirely new type. The 
country on both sides of the river seems 
thickly settled. Then weleaveS gy coun- 
ty which sent ue in 1904 less than 200 emi- 
grants, but in three years this number had 
inereased to over 2,300, and enter the county 
of Zala, which forms the southeast corner 
of Hungary. It has nearly a half million in- 
habitants, nearly 100,000 of which are Croa- 
tians, but its American emigration is com- 
paratively slight. The country about here, 
north of the river, is a broad plain. 

Soon I am In Nagy-Kanizsa, an overgrown 
market town of 22,000 inhabitants, the largest 
town in this county; of nearly a half million 
people; and less than 37,000 own their own 
farms; and practically all are agriculturists. 
At Nagy-Kanizsa I make my last change and 
am off for Budapest. Beyond the town the 
country opens out into what appears to be a 
vast park. It is beautiful, with enormous 
méadows, and pastures, and great herds of 
cattle, and clumpe of oak, and the long poplar 
rows. Nowhere in Hungary, not even on the 
Alf6ld, have I seen more beautiful meadows. 


Contrasts Are Startling. 

The contrasts in Hungary are often start- 
ling, even as they are in our Indian country, 
where, for example, I have seen a big, fat 
Osage Indian, dressed im trousers and e red 
blanket, with money in the bank and tobacco 
in his mouth, driving into Pawhuska in a 
rubber tired carriage with his naked children 
on the hind seat. One gets accustomed toa 
Magyar t without shoes and with a 
wetch, but it is not easy to get accustomed 
to seeing men cutting grass with scythes 
within the sound of a steam thrashing ma- 
chine. 

At Szent Gytrgy I am back in Somogy 
county and now for more than fifty miles 
skirt the eastern shore of Hungary's largest 
and most famous lake, Balaton. Onthe right 
the country continues level and beautiful, 
on the left is the lake, for a long distance 
onty two or three miles wide and appearing 
like a broad river. Its western bank rises 
up in a continuous chain of hills which, as 
we g0 northward, become higher, more 
broken, and more beautiful. We pees in- 
numerabie little groupes of summer cottages, 
all with broad lawns and embdwered In flow- 


ers. 

Many little plers extend out in the lake, 
upon which are long rowe of tiny dressing 
houses for the bathers. But tue bathers have 
all gone home, or are going, for our train 
takes on a good number at each station and 
keeps losing time in consequence. 

Miles of New Vineyards. 

We pass through miles and milee of vine- 
yards nearly all of them of recent growth. 
Across the lake the hills are covered with 
vineyards and from them is produced the 
famous Schomiauer wine, especially from 
hills of volcanic origin at the upper reaches 
of the lake. In amongst the vineyards on 
the opposite shore are innumerable little vil- 
jages, the white walls and brown roofs of 
the houses standing out sharply in the after- 
nooa sun. And there are many church spires, 
some of them from ancient churches which 
date back nearly a thousand years. 

At Siofok we have come to something 
which looks like a real resort; many hotels 
back from the lake and much bustle and con- 
fusion about the train, every new passenger 
—and they are all women or children—coming 
aboard with a great bunch of flowers. Be- 
yond, the lake widens, the hills grow more 
ragged, with old broken down cones of vol- 
canoes and rounded hills beyond. And still 
we are running through vineyards. At dark 
we enter Székes Fehérvar, the largest and 
most important town I have seen teday, the 
county seat of Feher county, with 80,000 in- 
hebitants. It is an ancient city, the Alba 
Regia of the Romans, and fora long timethe 
place where the kings of Hungary were 
It has now big calico print facto- 
ries and a great wine trade... Evidence accu- 
mulates that Hungary devotee more atten- 
tion than she really can afford to the cultiva- 
tion of the 

At 8 o’cl I am back in Budapest—or, 
rather, on the back side of the hills of Buda, 
and there is still a long carriage ride through 
the tunnel under the hill and across the 
bridge up through Pest, which now fairly 
hums with excitement as 5,000 physicians try 
in six days to attend to the complex 
mands of e congress and see the sights of one 
of the most interesting cities in Hurope. The 
third word every American physician with 
whom I have talked says is “ surprised ” or 
“ astonished ""—preceded by “I am.”

eonclusion of the late baseball war.” The 
choice of John Ward as presicent will mean 
Brush again is supreme and that another 
baseball war will be the eventual if not the 
immediate outcome. 


Heydler Up, Brush Down. 

The reélection of John Heydler will mean 
that the Herrmann-Dreyfuss forces, which 
have kept Brushism in submission for severa) 
years, still are in control and that present 
conditions may be continued witb a slight 
increase in friction in the different parts of 
the machinery by which baseball affa.cre are 
run. 

The issue is well defined, but what the ver- 
dict will be no one has been abla to say with- 
out meeting almost immediate contradiction. 
The Brush faction, of which C. W. Murphy 
of Chicago is chief spokesman, claims the 
election of John Ward is a certainty, and 
exhibits confidence in the truth of the pre- 
diction.

Camp Says Relieve Tackle. 


Perhaps a line on what Camp intends to propose 
as reforms in football is given in the Outing 
article. Camp says: 

‘The really difficult problem and the one that 
brought unfortunate results wae that it was im- 
posaible to develop in the time allotted an offense 
which combined the steady running game with the 
possibilities of the forward pass and onside kick 
and at the same time take care of the double de- 
fense necessitated by these possibilities, 

“It became necessary, therefore, for a team 
to decide which was better—to sacrifice the defense, 
to practice its strong open play, or attempt to 
hold the ball the greater proportion of time by more } 
compact offense than to develop @ broad defense. ) 
This unfortunately brought back something of the 
nature of the mass play, for it beld out as possible 
the probability of being able to make three and one- 
third yards to a down consistently by massing 
plays on tackle, 

‘This was going back with a vengeance to the 
old game, but strategically it meant if it could be 
accomplished a longer possession of the ball, and 
by that means keeping it away from the opponents, 
thus avoiding the necessity of constructing & de- 
fense for @ greater variety of open play. 

“In order to offset the increased skill in for- 
ward passing it was absolutely necessary to take 
the defensive back away from supporting the 
tackles, The end had already been taken away 
during the first year or two of forward passing, 
but mow, when the attacking side had become 
more expert and could get more men through in 
a position to receive the forward pass, the half 
back moved back, and the last support of the tackle 
defending against the running game was taken 
away. 

* Now, what dees this mean? It means that 
one lone man, occupying that pivotal position 
around which the heaviest. plays could be swung, 
was left entirely unsupported to meet, time and 
time again, the mass plays on tackle. No wonder 
he became exhausted, no wonder accidents hap- 
pened after that exhaustion had become extreme. 
That measures must be taken to meet these con- 
ditions ts necessary. There is no doubt that the 
rules will undergo modifications to meet this

AVIATOR HITS HOUSE, FALLS. 


Bleriot Injured While Flying in 
Wind at Constantinople. 


NEW AIR SPEEDER BOBS UP. 
American Said to Have Flown Afar and 
Fast in Secret. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 12.—Louis 
Bleriot, the French aeroplanist who flew 
across the English channel and who has had 
more narrow escapes from death than any 
other aviator, met with a serious accident 
today. 

He was giving an exhibition in the pres- 
ence of an immense crowd when his aero- 
plane collided with a house. The machine 
turned over and Bleriot fell to the ground. 
It is feared he was internally hurt. His ma~- 
chine was wrecked. 

Blertot, although a strong wind was blow- 
ing, did not wish to disappoint the crowds 
that had gathered to watch his exhibition. 
No sooner had he ascended than he was 
carried away by the wind a distance of 
about a mile and a half toward Tataola hill.

HER SEX IDOL WORSHIPERS. 


No Better in Colorado than Other 
States, She Says. 


New York, Dec. 12.—(Special.}]}—Dmma 
Goldman is sorry for the poor, deluded wom- 
en who imegine that the ballot will make 
them free. She said so today in about 10,000 
words of impassioned oratory. Over and 
over again she was interrupted by thun- 
derous applause, but there was no other dem- 
onstration on the part of the audience of 500 
persons. 

The rea} trouble with woman, Miss Gold- 
man explained, is that she still is a fetich 
worshiper and believes her idole can cure al! 
ills, 


Still on Knees, She Says. 

“Her gods have changed,” the speaker 
said. ‘*' But woman atill ison her knees. She 
either hates or loves, whether the object of 
her emotion be her doll, or her candy, or her 
new hat, or her husband, or her home. For 
her there is no middie road. The Christian 
religion teaches the enslavement of woman 
and yet even the advanced women of today in 
America stand by the church. Another ido! 
of the woman is the home, and the home also 
enslaves ber. Man is held prisoner to a cer- 
tain extent, but not in the same way that 
woman is. Heres is a life sentence.’ 

Expressions of sadness appeared on some 
faces when Miss Goldman announced dra- 
matically: 

‘The latest fetich of women is the vote. 
Just as she used to believe in some super- 
natural being who would accomplish all good 
things so she now believes that the untfversa! 
panacea for all ille lies in the ballot. She is 
capeble of enduring ridicule, persecution, im- 
prigonment, hunger, and even forcible feed- 
ing for its sake. 

Vote Cannot Emancipate. 

* Poor creature! How little does she realize 
that the vote canndt emancipate her from her 
narrow views of life. Y do not wish to be un- 
derstood that I am opposed to woman suf- 
frage. If a woman really wants the vote 
there is no reason why she shouldn't have the 
same opportunity to make a fool Of herself 
that is given to man. 

“ ‘The ladies who want to vote,’ Miss Gold- 
man went on, “are fond of telling us what 
great things have been accomplished in the 
states where women vote. They point espe- 
cially to Colorado. Wel, I have been to Colo- 
rado myself, and I am afraid I can’t agree 
with them. 

** Are the women of Colorado better than 
the women of the states where women have 
not the right of suffrage? Are they wiser, 
or happier? Do they exercise any greater 
moral force? I think not. I find the ma- 
jority of them just as indolent, just as super- 
stitious, just as narrow minded and petty 
as the women of other places. There is, of 
course, always the exceptional woman, as 
there is the exceptional man, but she is not 
more abundant tn Colorado than in nonsutf-

Washington, D. C., Dec, 12.—Legislation to 
create a department which would compel 
complete’ publicity in: the management of in- 
terstate corporations is one of the leading 
recommendations contajned in thé annual re- 
port of ‘Secretary 6f Commerce and Labor 
Nagel. made public tonight. Newer and 
tighter laws to stamp out the white slave 
trade is another. . 

The secretary recommends the further de- 
velopment of the bureau of corporations. At 
the end of this fiscal year, the department still 
has on hand investigations of the lumber and 
stee] industries, the Internationa] Harvester 
company, concentration of water power own- 
ership, transportation by water inthe United 
States> It is still continuing its invee- 
tigations of thé tobacco industry, the opera- 
tion of cotton axchanges, and state systems 
of corporate taxation, 

On the subject of government contro! of 
the financial and industrial forces Secretary 
Nagel says Some terse things and makes some 
important recommendations. The prime need 
of two things is emphasized. First, ‘reliable 
information upon which the government may 
take legislative and\administrative action, 
and second, reliable information in a concige 
and available form to serve for the basis of 
public opinion. 


Nation Only Has Power. 

This werk must be carried on by the fed- 
eral government, the secretary believes, be- 
cause it is the only agency which has juris- 
diction commensurate. with the matter it 
has to consider and which can prescribe uni- 
form cenditions for the entire country. 

“In financial and commercial conditions 
the country has become nationalized,” he 
said. “Its legal regulation should also be 
national.”’ 

An outline of the system the secretary 
recommends would compel regular reports 
from all interstate commerce corporations 
and their publication in form which would 
safeguard business secrets. 

In thé bureau of immigration and natural- 
ization the need of facilities to meet grow- 
ing conditions is recognized, In all during 
the fiscal year 944,235 altens entered the coun- 
try, and 67 per cent of them came from Rus- 
sia and the countries of southern Hurope.

Net Income Well Defined.

‘It is clear that the purposeof the law wae 
not to put a tax on receipts, but a tax on prof- 
its, and that the terms ‘net income’ and ‘gross 
income’ are ueed because whilethey are prac- 
tically identical with gross profits and net 
profits, they are yet more embracive and con- 
sequently permit a more comprehensive ad- 
ministration of the law.”

Two Kinds of Errors Expected. 

Inaceuracy is expected in some of the re~- 
turns, the statement says, and it is expected 
they will be from two causes.

Declares Liquor Dealers Will Not Yield 
Without Hard Struggle.

Tt fs up to the foes of the Mquor treffic to 
provide a substitute for the saloon, the Rev. 
T. F. Dornblaser declared yesterday in a 
sermon in Grace Lutheran church  -_— 

“The saloon has been driven out of many 
localities, and it is proposed to drive it out 
of Chicago and the state of Iiinolis,”’ he said. 
“Would it net be timely if some one would 
suggest what should take its place? A Ger- 
mean citizen.who is rearing a thrifty family of 
boys yh girls said to his pastor the other 
day; you preachets and temperance 
people Rea a extablish coffee rooms in the 
vicinity of the most popular saloons it would 
do more to break up the drink hebit than all 
your temperance talk. I am obliged to be up 
early and late, and the only place I am wel- 
come to sit down and warm myself ie the 
open saloon.’ 

“ If the church could open such a hospitable 
room, with wholesome refreshments, where 
laboring men congregate, it would be doing 
splendid home mission work and would serve 
as a recruiting station for thechurches, The 
retiring saloon will afford a magnificent fleld 
for practical Christian work of this sort.” 


Advance of Prohibition Cause. 

“ Congressman Richmond P. Hobson in 
his speech at the banquet of the Anti-Galoon 
League of America last week spoke of the 
fight against liquor as the war of the ages," 
said the Rev. M. P. Boynton in Lexington 
Avenue Baptist church, “With such men 
as William Jennings Bryan, President Taft, 
Gen, Grant, Secretary Dickinson, and count- 
less others of equal note arrayed against 
the liquor business, and all of the best mag- 
azines and weeklies, and many of the great 
dailies in open opposition to rum, and with 
the great <¢orporations and bonding com- 
panies insisting upon temperance, and many 
upon teetotalism, with all of the decent 
fraternities closed to the liquor seller, with 
eight states already dry and nine others 
with the fight on; with 21,000,000 of the 
.gouth’s 25,000,000 under prohibition; with 
the First ward ball terminating in a concert, 

d with the whole nation aroused on this 
one moral question as it has never beep 
stirred since the civil war of fifty years ago 
—it begins to look as if the temperance forces 
were gaining, some ground 


Hard Fight Still Ahead. 

“This war of the ages is not yet over and 
perhaps the hardest fighting is ahead of us, 
The liquor trade has everything to lose and 
they will fight without scruple. Money will 
be poured out like a flood. Corruption will 
taint the law making and the law enforcing 
departments of government, both national 
and state as well as municipal. Whole pages 
of the public press will be bought and in them 
will appear every argument that man’s mind 
can conceive’to prevail upon the people to 
use so-called light beers, bitters, etc. 

“Men and women who stand for the ad- 
¥ance of the race must inform themselves 
and become acquainted with all phases of the 
great reform that is now on. Fake figures, 
such as a certain well known lawyer of Chi- 
cago gave out upor hisreturn from Washing- 
ton a few wetks ago, will fail to alarm, be- 
cause people will be too well posted to be 
cheated by a skillful juggling with figures. 
Friends, it’s a great war. Let us not under- 
estimate the strength and unholy purpose of 
the enemy.” 


Variety in Religious Belief. 

* Religious Fools "’ was the subject of the 
Rev. Frederick B. Hopkins’ sermon in Pil- 
grim Congregational church. 

“It would sometimes seem as if tolerance 
was a nest for cranks,” he said. ‘“‘ Every year 
they begin to quack. Some mep and women 
think they are reformers and leaders when 
they have simply taken a hint from Shak- 
speare’s famous line, ‘ Cast thyself into the 
trick of singularity and appear fresh.’ 

“ There is plenty of radicalism, plenty of 
stubbornness, plenty of self-assertiveness, 
and plenty of crocodile tears sprinkling the 
floor of pulpits and class rooms, and all shed 
by martyrs suffering on salaries of $5,000 
and $10,000 a year plus royalties on books. 

‘*Is there any one who Is doing the Chris- 
tian church more harm than these one idea 
freaks of our time? We have known them 
to make their robes and go out and sit on hill 
top and hay stack and wait for the end of 
the world, and when it did not come, it gave 
the scoffers another chance to laugh at all 


the rest of us. They have walked barefoot | 


in wipter and put on a long wrapper, and 
shouted through our streets, and no doubt 
thought they were just like Jonah. But such 
performances bring religion into contempt. 


Opposed to Close Communion. 

“We know others who fence off the com- 
munion table except for those who have been 
immersed In a pool; and others insist it is 
wrong to go to war or pay taxes. Others 
find so much virture in fasting and eating 
fish, and so much evil in dancing and playing 
cards and going to the theater, that they hand 
out passes to everlasting doom asfreely as 
it is said you could get them to Hinky’s 
orgy which the newspapers and the church 
busted up, thank God! 

“Thinking his belief the only one, other 
fools have stood beside a wife in paroxysms 
of mortal agony and stuffed her mouth with 
rags so as not to arouse the whole neigh- 
borhood by her screams. 

“Still others with a foolish religious be- 
lief they think the only one and loudly parade 
as such, are taking medical advice from one 
who never studied medicine, and religious 
advice from one who never studied theology, 
and they sit by and calmly watch a helpless 
little child choke to death with diphtheria, 
and read -on and on by the hour out of a book 
when a loved one is begging for relief.’’ 


If Christ Came to Chicago. 

“If Christ Came to Chicago "' was the sub- 
ject of a sermon by the Rey. Percival How- 
son Barker, in Maywood Congregational 
church, 

“ If Christ came to Chicago today he would 
receive a more cordial welcome than was 
given him 1,900 years ago,” Mr. Barker said. 
“Our citizens are nearer his ideas than any 
previous generation, and admit that he pre- 
sents to the world a character superlatively 
beautiful. 

“True, some would endeavor to crucify 
him, as his fellow countrymen did on Cal- 
vary. The anarchistic capitalist, unscrupu- 
lous wage earner, political trickster, educated 
skulker, law hater, bomb thrower, and home 
destroyer would endeavor to banish him from 
our city, but the majority of Chicagoans 
would be drawn to him by the holiness of his 
character and the purity of his teachings. 

“Christ would be in our city the 
nation’s conscience, as the very voice 
of God, pleading for the oppressed and 
condemning the oppressor. His presence 
would cause graft and immorality to be less 
popular; grossness of thought would stand 
rebuked in society; a bigoted mummery 
would no longer exist in our denominations: 
efficient goodness would be our ideal, and 
Christ’s life would show that the highest 
form of goodness known to usis incarnate in 
him,”
